article, According to officials of the FRI, CIA was put on 
distribution Lor the cable bocauso several of the dononstrators 
earricd signs denouncing the CIA, 


3. Under Scctien 4(b})(5) of Exceutive Order 11905, the 
Avjeucy As authorized to “protcet the socurity ef its installa- 
tioas, activitics, laformation and porsennel." Section $0) 
(7) (va) of kxccutive Order 11905 Surthor autherizes the Agoney 
to collect informatica concerning porsens er activities vaich 
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pose “a clocr threat" to Aporey facilities or personnel, 
Therefere, whon the rofercaced cable was received by the Agency, 
tno action capy vas sent to the Office of Security. . Within 
Security tue different conponents vero provided ceples of tha 
cabie and both decided that there vas no indication of o clear 
threat te Ageacy personnel or facilities. The cable was then 
destroyed vith no action boing taken, 


4. As a vesult of the ndteriety stemsing frem the asus 
article shout tho cable, a discussion was held betwaen the 
Director of Security snd officials of the FRI. This discussion 
aigvalighted the need for tho Director ef Security to Spell out 
%G the Bureru with sone precisensss the types of infernatioa 
Régded by the Office of Secerity in order to carry out its 
mission of protecting Asency facilities aad porsonnel., The 
Lirector of Security has propured a dra¢e detter spelling out 
tac information roquirenonts of tho Office of Security, aad 
this draft is currently boing coordinarcd among various Acency 
Conpeneats us well as with the F3Y. The FBI has indicated that 
tao draft will alsa be coordinated with tho Dopartnent of Justices 
Comidttee on the Attoraoy Gonerai's Guidelines regarding foreign 
intelligence and counterintelligence sctivitics ia the United 
States. A cepy of tho draft jJetter is attached. Im the interin 
the FUE haa been rsaqnestad te furnish the Office of Security. with 
ali information which conas te their attonticon concerning the 
Sakoty and security of CIA Personae] and installatieas in the 
Waited States, :
